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rOMRTNED SYSTEM OF AUTOMATIC SELLIN G OF PRODUCTS AND 
SERVICES 
OBJECT OF THE INVENTION 

AS expressed in the title of the present specifica- 
tion, the following invention refers to a combined system 
of automatic selling of products and services, which is 
based on the combination, in an automatic machine actu- 
ated by the insertion of coins, of the selling of prod- 
ucts and the rendering of certain services, in such a way 
that an automatic machine, aside from the possibility of 
purchasing certain products such as cigarettes, bever- 
ages, etc. includes the rendering of a service, such as 
for example, a telephone service, connection to Internet, 

In this way, by means of a single machine a better 
and more complete service is given to the public, while 
the machine has common devices so that it operates like a 
vending machine and a service rendering machine, the fi 
nal cost being lower for the one who manages the same. 

Furthermore, if the vending and service rendering 
machine includes as a service the telephone service, the

garding the operation of the system to an operations cen- 
ter, as well as to receive instructions and operating pa 
rameters therefrom. 

The system permits the simultaneous use of the ren- 
dering of the service and the selling of products, in 
such a way that while a user uses one of the possible 
services, such as for example talking on the phone, a 
, second user may purchase an independent product at the 
same time. 

in short, it is a new concept that permits the com 
bination in a vending machine of the selling of products 
with the rendering of services, something which has been 
5 done up until now by independent means, namely, m an
